Marketing Ee! Grass. 

During the last three or four months 
several. hundred tons of eel grass 
have been exported from Yarmouth. 
Nova Scotia, to the United States, 
where is sells at $10 to $12 per ton, 
while freight from Yarmouth to Bos- 
ton is about $1 per ton. 

Last year's crop is now about clean 
ed up, but those engaged in gathering 
and curing in this district have been 
quite busy. The supply on. hand iz 
geomet larger than at the same time 
for a like date for any previqus year. 
Two or three gatherers of ‘this grass, 
who appear to monopolizé the export 
trade, buying up from the smaller 
gatherers what they cure, have erect- 
ed mammoth sheds and are busy étor- 
ing it away. They ae that the 
market.in the United States is well 
supplied at this time, and that, with 
the exception of a few small lots, 
there will be very little exported dur- 
ing the coming year, and not a great 
deal until 1912. 

Boston is a very large buyer for this 
grass, where it is used in building, 
packing, cheap mattresses and mixing 
with other fibres. Efforts have been 
made, and are still being made, to 
utilize the grass for rope, twine, rug, 
and other materials for which sisal 
and other grasses are used, It is 
stout, long, and of fine fibre, and it is 
suggested that it might be used to 
adyantage in paper-making. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of tons of it could 
be secured near Yarmouth every year,

Auditing the Public Accounts. 

The cost of auditing the public ac- 
counts of Canada for several periods 
is interesting, and so great is its 
growth that it now exceeds $100,000 
annually. Parliament established the 
office of Auditor-General in 1878, and 
tho act defines the purpose of his ap- 
pointment as “for the more complete 
examination of \the public accounts of 
Canada, and for the reporting thereon 
tv the House of Commons.” The 
Auditor-General’s report, presented to 
Parliament in two or more balky vol- 
umes, is the most used bluebook of 
all that are issued, It contains the 
details of the expenditure made by 
each department, and furnishes much 
of the ammunition that is used by 
the financia] critics of the Govern 
ment. The Auditor-General is advis- 
ed of al) the moneys received and de- 
posited to the. credit of the Govern- 
ment, and checks the vouchers for the 
expenditures from these deposits and 
the credits given to the various de- 
partments. The Auditor-General is re- 
sponsible“for seeing*that-money voted 
by Parliament is used for the purpose 
for which it has been voted. He can 
hold up a payment, or demand an 
explanation of any disbursement, or 
refuse to sanction financial transac- 
tions which, in his judgment, are ir- 
regular. Sometimes, but not very fre- 
quently, the Auditor-General’s deci- 
sion is overruled by the Treasury 
Board, which is composed of the M:n- 
ister of Finance and five other Cabi- 
net Ministers. The staff of the Audi- 
tor-General numbers about one hun- 
dred at present. In 1900, the Audi- 
tor-General examined about $56,000.- 
000 of public accounts; this year he 
audited over $115,000,000 of public 
accounts. In commenting upon the 
irregularities at the Printing Bureau, 
the Auditor-General makes this recom- 
mendation to Parliament: “The exist- 
ence of these irregularities emphasizes 
the necessity for the establishment 
of a proper system of storekeeping. u 
systematic stock-taking and an inspee- 
tion by competent inspectors in every 
branch of the service where stores ure 
kept.”
